We have always been accustomed to 
think and speak of Great Britain ass 
country where every available inch of 
‘apace is monopolized, aud where people 
Jotle each ather out of the way in the 
race for the ownersbip of the smallest and 
moot barren patch of land put into the 
market for To a considerable extent 
this assuinption is correct. ‘The posses 
sion of land is the seme of the wealthy 
merchant's ambition. His money can 
‘bring him almost anything, but oaly 
rarely oan it make him owner of « landed 
ortate, He sees around hict lords and 
dukes und titled gentry whose possessions 
hho could buy up body and bulk, whose 
‘every ineb of property is burdened with 
debt, and to whom and their successors 
broad acres and ancient titles are never- 
theless ensured in spite of all encum- 
brances by the mischievous law of entail. 
The very difiiculty of becoming an owner 
of landed property makes pouseasion of it 
the more coveted, and when the moneyed 

man cannot positively attain that 
vuject, he does the next best thing—be 
reats a farm. It is the fact, however, not- 
withstanding all this rush and crowding 
of the landed estates market, notwith- 
standing that « mau of limited means 
cannot bope to enter the lists of cotspeti- 
tion at all, even although the cultivation 
Of the soil be his forts, that there is an 
immense quantity of moderately fertile 
soi in the British Empise which is 
actually ying waste, contributing 
to 20 appreciable extent to the 
rodustion of ought that would adford sas- 
tenance to the people.
